Paris, Feb. 4.—Kurt Von Lersner, head of the 
German peace delegation here, has returned to Pre­ 
mier Millerand the list containing the names of 896 
persons whose extradition is demanded for trial by 
the allies. He has informed the premier that he has 
resigned and is leaving for Berlin by the first train. | 
Baron Von Lersner told the Associated Press: 
his decision was in line with the attitude he had 
maintained throughout regarding the question of 
extradition. He declared he had held no German of- I 
ficials could be instrumental in carrying out the ex- j 
tradition clauses of the treaty and consequently the dees„g“®d. 
matter having come up in a definite form, there was sena,e ‘ 
nothing left for him to do but resign and leave at 
once. 
Immediately after receiving the list last night, 
Von Lersner addressed the* following statement to 
Premier Millerand: 
“Your excellency has transmitted to me a note 
containing the names of Germans whose extradition 
is demanded by the allied powers. 
“In the course of the past three months I have 
most seriously laid before representatives of the al­ 
lied and associated governments ten times in writing 
and thirteen times orally the reasons it was impossi­ 
ble to comply with such a request, no matter what 
the social rank of the accused persons might be. 
“I remind your excellency of my constantly re­ 
peated declarations that no German functionary 
would be disposed to be in any way whatever instru­ 
mental in realization of the demand for their extra­ 
dition. I would be instrumental in it if I were to | 
forward to the German government the note of your 
excellency. I therefore send it back herewith. I 
made it known to my government I cannot remain I 
in office and shall leave Paris by the next train.” 
Still To Demand Surrender. 
Paris, Feb. 4.—The allied council of ambassa­ 
dors was called in extraordinary session this morn­ 
ing to discuss the situation created by the resigna­ 
tion of Baron Von Lersner, head of the German 
mission here. The session was in the French For­ 
eign office. 
Hugh C. Wallace, American ambassador, who 
attended the meeting, said afterward he had no 
statement to make regarding it. 
It was made known an official communique 
would be issued after the second meeting of the 
council, which was set for 6:30 o’clock this evening.

Among People of W estern Asia. 
" MRRCIFUL GOD’,t s al! troe!

Nobody has ever told the 
whole tru th I 
Nobody could!*" 
Thus Eleanor Franklin Egan, in 
the Saturday Evening Post, quotes 
Howard Heinz of Pittsburgh, Her­ 
bert Hoover’* representative in the 
Near Fast, on the real conditions in 
Armenia as ho saw them with his 
own eyes. 
Mr. Heinz had been one of those 
who had believed the stories of star­ 
vation and death In Armenia had 
been exaggerated. 
Not until he went 
himself to the Caucasus did his 
5Jews change. 
Then he was shaken 
to the foundations of his soul by 
What he saw. 
Mrs. Egan, herself, admits she 
went to Armenia in a doubtful frame 
of mind. 
She had been told by Mr. 
Heinz after his return: 
44 ‘You will be sorry all your life 
that you did go. 
What you will see 
will make soars on you that you will 
never get rid of. 
But, nevertheless, 
you must go. 
It is a duty.’ " 
"Fearful! 
A w ful! 
Horrible ! 
Unbelievable !** are some of the ad­ 
jectives Mrs. Egan says must be used 
in speaking of conditions in the Near 
East, where Near East Relief, I 
Madison Avenue, New 
Y o r k , sup­ 
p o rte d by contributions from the 
American people, is conducting the 
only organized effort to save the 
lives of these utterly destitute mil­ 
lions. Everything she saw and heard 
justified the necessity for quick and 
generous aid from America. 
Her 
story of what she witnessed rein­ 
forces the call of the Near East Re­ 
lief for aid for stricken Armenia. 
“ ‘The Hunger grin’ is everywhere 
evident,” Mrs. Egan writes. 
"The 
pitiful liundreds seemed to me to be 
weeping constantly. 
Not profoundly 
as in grief, but whimperingly, ap­ 
pealingly as in unbearable physical 
distress. 
A terrible population. Un­ 
speakably filthy and tatterdemalion 
throngs; shelterless, death stricken 
throngs milling from place to place, 
children crying aloud, women sobbing 
In broken inarticulate lamentation; 
men utterly hopeless and reduced to 
staggering weakness, heedless of the 
tears rolling down their dirt-streaked 
faces.” 
That is her picture of the Ar­ 
menians most in evidence in Ar­ 
menia. 
These are the throngs. Then 
she turns to the mobs. 
"Large num­ 
bers^ here 
and 
there, 
wide-eyed, 
eager, hands outstretched in wolfish 
supplication; teeth bared In a ghast­ 
ly grin that had long since ceased to 
smile—an emaciated skin-stretched 
grin, fixed and uncontrollable.” 
"Is it any wonder,” she asks, "that 
I could not swallow my food? I 
threw it to the children in the raven­ 
ing hordes and started small riots. 
The children fought together, snarl­ 
ed aud clawed at one another for 
small bits of army biscuit or morsels 
of bully beef. 
"And then I was told th at many of 
them were so starved that solid food 
was likefy to kill them instantly. 
This was too terribly true. Yet in the 
whole length and breadth of the 
land there was not an ounce of food 
of the kind necessary for such cases. 
At Kars I saw one man die with 
bread in his teeth. 
And If you will 
consent to look with roe upon a too 
awful thing, I will add that he show­ 
ed evidence of having eaten too much 
grass. 
*1 went hungry In Armenia and 
I associate remembered pangs of my 
own with all my recollections of the 
terrible land. 
I had plenty of food 
with me but for days on end I could 
not eat. It was a physical impos­ 
sibility.

Of her first sight iii Armenia of 
the terrible condition of the people, 
Mrs. Egan writes of the scenes on 
her way to Karst 
"Everywhere in the fields there 
were people down on their knees 
searching for grasses to eat. 
Those 
near the railroad lifted their heads 
and gazed at our train as it rushed 
past, and I caught glimpses of ter­ 
rible faces. An old man sitting at 
the top of an embankment Waved a 
handful of grass at me where I stood 
at the car window, then threw his 
head back and laughed a maniacal 
laugh. I began then to feel the cold 
chills with which I was to shiver 
for days on end.” 
Of Kars she writes: 
"It had been raining for days and 
wherever one looked one saw nothing 
but misery and mud. 
Between the 
railroad tracks were unsightly pools 
and puddles through which many 
human scare-crows trudged back and 
forth heedless of all else save the 
fact that a train had come in. 
"They were a multiple Lazarus 
and tile train was the rich man’s 
table. 
They 
were 
begging 
for 
crumbs. Whenever a face appeared 
at a car window they would rush in 
groups—eager, 
their 
hands 
out-: 
stretched, their teeth bared, their 
eyes alight with feverish hope. And 
I began to hear for the first time 
the whining indescribable phrase that 
sounded 
to 
me 
like 
‘O-na-neJ 
‘O-na-ne/ It was so feebly, so plain­ 
tively murmured, ‘O-na-ne.* 
They 
were all saying ‘O-na-ne.’ ” 
Mrs. Egan asked what it meant and 
was told the nearest equivalent was 
"Oh, my soul!” 
"But,” she says, "it 
was “more than that—it was a prayer 
for mercy. 
“I wish I could describe the throng. 
I can w rite down words and they 
may convey something, but there was 
a something not conveyable in words; 
a degradation too deep; a hopeless­ 
n ess tod utter; a hovering whimper 
that seemed to rise mostly from the 
hunger-stretched lips of childhood.

"And that starvation grin! It is 
the most awful thing. Most of the 
children were hideous little skele­ 
tons with puffed out purple bellies 
and there were many w omen swollen 
with starvation dropsy, who, not be­ 
ing able to walk alone, had to lean 
on the shoulders of emaciated men 
—husbands, fathers, brothers.” 
Further on Mrs. Egan writes she 
began to feel a great resentment and 
ask unanswerable questions. 
Why 
did the authorities permit the move­ 
ment of the people into the districts 
where there was no food. 
Why was 
relief so slow in arriving. Where 
were the workers? 
"I had to see worse places than 
Kars before I began to realize such 
resentful questioning was not justi­ 
fied. The truth was the American 
relief 
organization 
was 
doing 
a 
gigantic work but the Turther truth 
was there were not enough workers. 
There was a refugee population of 
nearly half a million.” 
Describing a makeshift hospital 
before the arrival of the Near East 
Relief workers, Mrs. Egan writes; 
"The sick in their unbelievable 
rags were lying around on the floors 
—bundles of unimaginable wretched­ 
ness. The doctor was not doing any­ 
thing at all for them. 
What could 
he do? He had not so much as ar 
single ounce of medicine af any kind. 
The little people were more pitiable 
than the adults. The ward, If I may 
call it that, had in It not one stick of 
furniture of any kind and the chil­ 
dren were all lying on the dusty 
and rhbbish-strewn floor with nothing 
under them and no covering save 
the rags they wore. 
"A little dying person In a comer 
seemed not to bother anyone much. 
He was breathing his last. The doc­ 
tor was very sorry but what could 
he do? There was nobody in at­ 
tendance—not anybody at all. 
"But, oh, the Americans were com­ 
ing. That was what they said. Look 
at i t ”

Pittsburgh, Feb. 4.—The advance 
in the price of Pennsylvania crude 
oil to $5 a barrel will result in the 
widest search for petroleum this 
section has known since the early 
days of the “oil excitement,” ac­ 
cording to authorities in the indus­ 
try here. 
Already it has started, and leases 
are being taken on territory which 
was drilled over more than half a 
century ago and then abandoned for 
more productive 
fields. 
Drilling 
ha3 been commenced in some of 
these leases, and results have been 
so good as to encourage others. 
One field in Allegheny county, aban­ 
doned in the early seventies be­ 
cause the one well drilled proved to 
be a “duster,” has produced a num­ 
ber of wells the past few months. 
“The greater part of this devel­ 
opment will be in western Penn­ 
sylvania and West Yirginia,” ex­ 
plained the head of a large corpor­ 
ation which has been developing j 
oil territory for many years. “When 
| oil was only a dollar a barrel one 
j had to bring in a good wreli before 
;he had a paying proposition. £owr 
with oil at $5 a barrel it pays to 
drill a lot of wells, even though 
they only produce a barrel or two 
a day. 
We reduce expenses by 
connecting these small wells to one 
power plant, and pumping them 
very thoroughly. 
While the initial 
cost of drilling is high, about three 
times as much as iii the old days, 
economies of operation 
and 
the 
princely price of crude, make hunt­ 
ing for the Pennsylvania grade a 
pretty profitable investment.” 
The companies engaged in this 
work are usually old time organiza­ 
tions w’hich have no stock for sale 
and which cover thoroughly with 
leases all the territory in the im­ 
mediate neighborhood of then* op­ 
erations.

| money. Tthey sat down to if table

j walked in and placed ooth under 
, arrest on the charge of possessing 
and dealing in foreign money. 
The broker begged and protested 
and finally was told to appear in 
court on the following day, his rec­ 
ord being taken with the greatest 
care and particulars. 
But the col­ 
onel’s protests were unavailing. He 
stormed and invoked his national- 
! ity in vain. 
The two policemen 
gathered up the money, counted it 
and, giving a receipt, told the brok­ 
er to appear promptly before the 
! authorities. 
Then, taking the colonel, they 
| left. 
An hour later the 
broker 
; woke up to the fact that the colonel 
and the two gendarmes were fak­ 
ers and he had been robbed of 
some 2,000,000 rubles. 
The Vienna police is efficient in 
this kind of thing and in a day or 
two had gathered in two of the 
swindlers, but not the one w iifrthr 
money. 
Working on the case they 
finally ascertained that the money 
was to be used for political ends. 
The plan, according to the police 
reports, was a plot to seize the Uk­ 
ranian legation here by an opposing 
political faction, get possession of 
the records and seals and defy the 
existing government, a plot char­ 
acteristic of the present unsettled 
state of affairs in eastern Europe. 
The legation, however, had wind of 
it and was prepared for whatever 
might happen. The police say this 
is the second plot to the same end 
frustrated.
